Children will not grow up strong and 
healthy if they are crowded in a bedroom 
which is not duly ventilated. 
Where window space is necessarily limited, 
other means of ventilation must be introduced. 
In many cases an opening fan-ventilator in 
the upper portion of the door ‘is quite satis- 
factory, and is especially useful when rough - 
weather makes it difficult to keep the window 
open widely. Where, however, there is suffi- 
cient ventilation it should be seen that the 
windows are kept open. When the weather 
is such as makes this difficult, the window 
should be opened at the bottom, and a plank 
of wood fixed in the opening. This means 
that there is room for air to come in between 
the two sashes at the centre, and at the 
same time the cold, biting wind is not enter. 
ae bottom of the window. . 
he colouring of the room should be chosen 
with care. If the room is naturally light and 
sunny, soft green or grey walls will be best. 
If, however, there is a lack of light, sunny 
yellow or cream walls will improve matters 
immensely. 
Floor covering must be warm and hygienic, 
cork carpet or linoleum, covered with wash- 
able rugs, being the most popular for’ the

LURE OF JADE. 
HOW me your jade, I begged. I am eye- 
S weary of the radiance of many coloured 
glass baubles, which have already 
brought regret to a small person in short 
skirts and bobbed hair, and to a spaniel with 
a bandaged paw. 

And my relative considerately placed her 
lovely jade ornament on a table, where rested 
the carved figure of an idol of evidently a 
calm and contemplative disposition, beside a 
great bowl of those deliciously cool, sweet 
peas, which Keats has immortalised for us— 


~ « s “With wings of gentle flush o’er de- 
licate white.’ 

The ancient Chinese held that music pos- 
sessed the power to bring the spirits. of 
mountains and lakes and forests into com- 
munication with human beings, and we are 
told that their musical bells were made of 
jade. Was that the reason why a melody of 
singing leaves mingled with the soft croon of 
the- near waters of Dublin Bay drifted in by 
the window as I looked at these ornaments of 
a nation famed for the delicate artistry of 
its handicraft? 

How easy to picture that Chinese princess 
wife of Duke Ling, of whom Mrs. Pope- 
Hennessey tells us Confucius said, *‘I have 
never seen anyone love virtue as a beautiful 
woman, is loved,” decked in delicate har- 
monies of colour, with her bracelets and 
pendants and rings of jade. That these or- 
naments were fashioned with pearls we may. 
feel sure. The Chinese, with that perfection 
in good taste so entirely their own, knew well 
that pearls and jade were made to be used to- 
gether. 

That lovely lady, did she also wear such a 
ring as another authority on jade (I think, 
Kuntz) has described . . . of deep orange, 
veined marble, and flecked with yellow and 
red? 

Very pleasing to the touch are these white 
jade bracelets of China, and the lovely red- 
veined ones of Burma, The latter, the owner 
of these particular bangles told me, were 

reatly prized in China, where the equivalent 
or twenty pounds was offered for one single 


ring. 
A beautiful fashion in truth. And as 


beautiful trinkets the price not an expensive 


one, with also the merit. that it would not be 
likely to become a cheap one in an enlarged 
sense of the word. 

A fashion which might lead our thoughts 
insensibly to the value of the delicate charm 
of suggestive beauty as apart from the en- 
tirely obvious. 

If the wearer of jade should imbibe a httle 
of its ancient magic the life-giving properties 
claimed for it by the ancient Chinese might 
renew in a mind, sight-wearied by false 
glamour or even sad squalor, the gt yer ages 
of the real, if tenella, delight of the too 
little known loveliness in‘ life.

FOR THE COOK. 


BISCUITS AND CHEESE, 

Take a dozen water biscuits or cream 
crackers, two  tablespoonfuls grated 
cheese, butter, white pepper, and a dash 
of cayenne, 

Spread the biscuits with butter, mix 
the cheese and the pepper, and sprinkle 
over the biscuits. Place the biscuits ina 
moderate oven, and when the cheese ts 
melted serve at once. Time required ta 
usually ten minutes. 


CHEESE PUDDING. 

Take three ounces of breadcrumbs, one 
egg, two ounces grated cheese, half a 
pint of milk and water mixed, one ounce 
of margarine, one saltspoonful each of 
mustard, salt, pepper. 

Warm the margarine and milk in a 
pan, pour over the crumbs and cheese, 
add seasoning and cqqg, pour into a small, 
greased miedish, and bake for half an 
hour. 


WELSH RAREBIT. 


Take three tablespoonfuls of grated 
cheese, one teaspoonful of margarine, one 
tablespoonful of muk, seasoning of salt 
and pepper, toasted bread. 

Have the toast ready, and butter it t/ 
liked. Place the cheese, margarine, salt 
and pepper, and milk in a pan, and stir 
over the fire till melted and creamy- look- 
ing. (if. cooked too long it becomes 
‘‘ stringy.’*) Pour immediately over the 
toast and serve at once.

He 
would not be justified in refusing to hear any 
member of the Bar whether his solicitor was 
present or not.

Books of the Week. - 


‘A SCOTS GOLDEN TREASURY. 

A charming volume—exquisitely sige 
on fine paper—has been compiled by Mr. 
John Buchan, wherein he has collected 
over two hundred pieces in “ braid Scots,”’ 
ancient and modern, with exhaustive notes 
and delightful commentaries. This is one 
of those books that no lover of poetry will 
care to miss. It is not a Corpus Pocticum 
Boreale, but a selection governed by per- 
sonal tastes. Mr. Buchan omits many 
favourites—we look in vain for “ Royal 
Charlie's gone awa’’’—but he gives us 
scores of pieces which are new to us, who 
are not deeply learned in the dialect 
literature, and which are true poetic gold. 
The gentile, whose familiarity even with 
Ulster idiom leaves him at a disadvantage 
with the more abstruse Scottish verse, will 
miss the charm of none of these pieces, 
thanks to the annotation, which explains 
each difficult word with a footnote. 

The copious Scots poetry represents the 
vitorous surviving offspring of the old 
Northern dialect of English. It is rich in 
humanity, humour and homeliness. Its 
themes are intensive rather than extensive, 
and such a book as that before us is re- 
dolent with the memories of a race. The 
greatest of the “ Makars,’’ or earliest poets 
of the Northern speech, was Dunbar, and 
his age-old lines call up the robust men 
and sentiments of other times— 

I that in heill wes and glaidnes, 
Am trublit now with grit seiknes, 


And feblit with infirmitie: 
Timor Morlis conturbal me. 


Our plesance heir is all vain glory, 

This fals world is bot transitory: 

The flesh is brukle, the Feynd is ale: 
Timor Mortis con .urbal me. 


There is a brisk air in the nature poems, 
but the love songs are finer. Burns's 
“Red, red rose’’ is one of the choicest 
things of the sort in any tongue. “For 
the Sake o’ Somebody ' is an example of 
power in simplicity; but in this vein, 
Burns is always the best exponent. Under 
the heading of “King and Commonweal,”’ 
Mr. Buchan has many stirring pieces, but 
here he has such a wealth of material /to 
draw on that no one will be fully satisfied 
that he has chosen well. 

Awa’, Whigs, awa‘! 

Awa’, - Whigs, awa’! 

Ye're but a pack o’ traitor louns 
Ye'll do nae guid at a’. 


This is a racy and characteristic piece; 
but we miss many a favourite Jacobite 
song of loyalty and lamentation. Lacking 
these, we may regret, perhaps, the in- 
clusion of such modern pieces as Andrew 
Lang’s— 
The heather’s in a blaze, Willie, 
The White Rose decks the tree, 


The Fiery Cross is on the braes, 
And the King is on the sea: 


which, for all its vigour, has not quite the 
traditional touch. 

Interesting are the sections entitled 
“ The Human Comedy ” and “ Characters ”’ : 
in these veins, Scots poetry excels. 
Literature—Horace and Virgil in Scots— 
Sport, Friendly Beasts and Enchantments, 
account for other moods of the Northern 
Muse. Under “Lacrymae Rerum’’ we find 
the piteously wistful “Flowers of the 
Forest,” “All for our Rightful King,’’ 
and pieces by R. LL. Stevenson. Philosophic 
sections convey the solemn note that so 
often echoed in the songs of that carnest 
and dour race. 

We can but indicate thus briefly the 
contents of an abounding volume which 
may, without hesitation, be compared with 
“The Golden Treasury.’’ Many pieces 
appear in both anthologies, and Mr. 
Buchan has done his work with the same 
love and scholarly taste as did Palgrave. 
We have seldom met better or more 
judicious writing than is found in his brief 
but illuminating notes on the various 
sections. H. B.

MODERN BUILDING. 

One of the most charming and useful 
volumes published in Messrs. Benn’s 
architectural series is the “Book of 
Design’’ now before us. There are six 
excellent essays on modern building 
problems from the pens of authorities, Mr. 
Robert Atkinson, for instance, deals with 
architectural education, past and present, 
and shows how architectural schools have 
restored the theory of design and propor- 
tion to something like its former dignity. 
Mr. Oscar Faber, discussing the relation 
between structure and design, lays stress 
on the important, but of late neglected, 
doctrine that buildings should express 
their construction as well as their purpose. 
An old cathedral satisfies us because every 
element plays a part in the structural 
system, and the mind is unconsciously 
delighted. 

There follow some forty designs made by 
students of the Architectural Association 
School, and one and all do justice to Mr. 
Atkinson’s claim. The designs represent 
a college chapel, a modern church, a shop 
front, a bungalow, a monastery, a bridge 
pylon, a stadium, and so on. In each case 
a brief specification is given, and then the 
student’s interpretation follows. In almost 
every case the design is a thing of beauty 
justifying the claim for modern architec- 
ture, that it has found its soul and senses 
once again.

In addition to Poland, Jugo-Slavia 
and Czecho-Slovakia have very heavy 
military commitments. Rumania also has 
alarge army, and every one of these 
countries is convinced, or pretends to be 
convinced, that if it should set about 
substantial disarmament it would be 
attacked immediately. The only possible 
aggressors are Russia, Germany, Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria and unhappy Austria. 
None of these countries, with the possible 
exception of Russia, could put an army of 
any size or efficiency into the field, and 
the suggestion that the Little Entenw, 
jointly or severally, is afraid of an attack 
is ridiculous. The truth is, we fear, that 
the will to disarm is still lacking. Old 
habits die very hardly, and our civilisa- 
tion has not. yet reached that stage at 
which men will realise the consummate 
folly of making war. In the meanwhile 
the British Government is doing every- 
thing in its power to create the proper 
atmosphere. The Prime Minister’s speech 
at Geneva has set an example to the world, 
and although for the moment nothing 
tangible may result from his efforts, the 
fact that he has taken the initiative is 
likely to. be a source of pride to future 
generations of his race. :

The speech which was made by Mr.. 
Ramsay Macdonald at the Assembly of 
the League of Nations at Geneva yester- 
day was a notable contribution to the 
movement. in favour of world ‘disarma- 
ment. He was perfectly frank in his 
reference to the proposed Pact of Mutual 
Assistance, which, he said, Britain could 
not accept in view of its vagueness. 
The alternatives are simple.. One is 
arbitration ; the other is war. A Pact of 
Mutual Assistance, unless it includes 
every nation—in which case, of course, it 
becomes unnecessary—tends to encourage 
the latter. We heartily agree with the 
British Premier. Military alliances have 
been tried in the balance and have been 
found wanting. They promote rivalry 
in armaments, and the suggested pact 
merely would have the effect of driving 
Russia and Germany into each others 
arms, with disastrous results to posterity. 
Mr. Macdonald made it perfectly clear 
that both Germany and Russia must 
become members of the League of Nations 
before any general scheme of disarmament 
can have a chance of success. Germany, 
he asserted, ought to be elected without 
further delay, and he expressed the belief 
that the day was not far off when 
Russia’s adherence to the principles of 
the League could be obtained. His plan 
is to use the League—when its member- 
ship is complete—for the purposes of dis- 
armament. He is convinced that the 
United States will not continue to stand 
alooft- from Europe when it realises that a 
sincere attempt is ‘being made to end: the 
bad, old condition of affairs and to inform 
the relations between the various countries 
with a new spirit. 

Plenty of lip-service was paid to the 
ideals which were enunciated in Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald’s speech; but will 
anything be done? Words are cheap. We 
can remember impassioned speeches at the 
Paris Peace Congress in support of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations five 
years ago by men who within a few months 
were sneering at President Wilson’s great 
scheme and snapping their fingers at the 
League itself. “Security’’ is the great

Last year’s Intermediate School results 
were bad. There was a low average. of 
passes throughout the country. The dis 
turbed times were partly to blame, no 
doubt ; but the drastic and rapid changes 
in educational policy may have been 
largely responsible. In the educational 
year now beginning the new rules and pro- 
gramme for secondary schools come into 
force. The most striking departure from 
the old Intermediate system is found in 
the wide freedom left. to teachers in the 
selection of texts. Certain types of reading 
are prescribed for the English course, but 
the actual texts may be chosen by the 
te.cher, subject to approval by the 
Ministry. Formerly certain pieces were 
set for study in every grade, and these 
applied to all schools using the Inter- 
mediate rules.. Where a teacher was 
energetic and enthusiastic, he was some- 
times irked by this iron formality and 
wished that he were free to turn from an 
ever more and more intense analysis of 
a few pieces to a broader survey ol 
poetry. On the other hand, uniformity 
assisted the less brilliant teachers. At 
fixed periods the same set of texts came 
round for teaching afresh; standard 
annotated editions existed, and the surt 
of questions to be set at the annual 
examinations could be foreseen and the 
classes trained accordingly. The new 
system of freedom makes a larger demand 
on the teachers, and one for which, 
perhaps, being accustomed to an easier 
order of things, they are hardly prepared. 
The aim of broadening and freshening 
the studies of our young scholars is ex- 
cellent; but sometimes it is wise to hasten 
slowly with even ithe most desirable of 
reforms. ; 

We observe that Anglo-Irish writings 
hold an honoured place in most of the 
new English text-books. We are in full 
sympathy with the desire to give Irish 
children a richer and sounder knowledge 
of what has been well written about 
Ireland. It is well for the Dublin child 
who reads ‘“‘ Aideen’s Grave’’ and learns 
tó associate the grassy isthmus below 
Howth and the wide expanses of Moynalty 
with Ferguson’s classic verse; it is well 
| for. the. reader of Allingham who learns 
to see in familiar sights of the West—the 
waving line of mountains and the leaning 
sails—the matter of poetry. Nevertheless, 
the main object of the English course 
must not be overlooked. There is grave 
‘danger that a taste for pure English and 
a command of good style will be set back 
instead of cultivated when a jingle like 
“The Bells of Shandon’’—a literary 
jeu d’esprit—is approved for study.

Party. It appears that Communists may 
be accepted as delegates to the Labour 
Party’s Conference, but they cannot be 
endorsed as official Labour candidates. 
Presumably, the decision means that Com- 
munists at present are welcome in the 
Labour ranks, but they must not pose as 
Labour men retaining their status as Com- 
munists, pure, if not simple. Communists 
camouflaged as -Labour men can get into 
the House of Commons, but, if standing as 
Communists, they have a very poor chance. 
It is not surprising that the decision has 
caused acute annoyance to the pronounced 
“ Reds,” for at present there are five Com- 
munists who intend to stand as Labour 
men at the next election, while others, in- 
cluding Mr. Pollitt and Mr. Tom Mann, 
are suggested for Parliamentary honours. 


A Split. 


The decision rather suggests that a split 


is taking place in the Labour Party ; for it 
is no secret that relations between the two 
sections, extreme and moderate, are very 
strained. lí the trade union leaders are 
revolting against the Communist efforts to 
dominate the party, their determination to 
assert themselves will be strengthened hy 
the letter from Mr. Pollitt appearing in 
some of the morning papers. Mr. Pollitt 
talks of “the present reactionary leaders 
of Labour,” and threatens that they will 
be weeded out with a view to turning the 
trade unions from “purely pacific 
organisations into mass organisations for 
revolutionary activity.’’ ‘The old leaders 
of the trade unions evidently have no in- 
tention of being weeded out, and there will 


be a very pretty quarrel should the ex- . 


tremists try to carry out the threat. 


Irresponsible Statesmen. 


The statement made by Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks in a morning paper on the 
policy of the Conservative Party rather 
suggests that it is unwise for irresponsible 
people to make responsible declarations. 
He refers in his staten ent to the Irish 
Free State as a “hostile Government,”’ 
and says that in regard to the boundary 
question it is “quite clearly trying to go 
beyond the Treaty.’’ We know, he 
declares, “that Southern Ireland is dis- 
loyal to the British connection, and that, 
on the contrary, Ulster declines to he 
turned out of the Empire. . 
would sooner have an open than a secret 


‘enemy, and we will protect our loyat 


friends in the North.” If the Conserva- 
tive Party is going to be bound by such 
swashbuckling uttdfances, there seems to 
be little hope for it in the immediate 
future. The one hope of securing a peace 
ful settlement in Ireland rests in the 
absclute impartiality and fair play of al! 
parties on this side. The ex-Minister of 
Health is inclined to take himself too 
seriously as the voice of his party. Mr 
Baldwin set him an excellent example 
when he recently went to Ireland and kept 
his own counsel, 


Merocco. 


The extraordinary situation in Morocco 
cannot be without effect in Spain. The 
military Directorate, which supplanted the 
former Administration, came into power 
largely owing to the losses sustained in 
the war against the Riffs, and, unless a 
greater measure of success is achieved 
without delay, the present Government 
will find its position shaken. Reports 
that the campaign is to be abandoned are 
unlikely to prove correct, for it would be 
an admission of failure, and do great 
harm to the Directory.

The Premier’s opening words assured him 
‘he full sympathy of his audience. The 
British Government, he declared, will use 
every means in its power to widen the in- 
fluence and increase the authority of the 
League of Nations. The League was beset b 
certain perils. The greatest danger of all 
was that security should be regarded as solely 
a military problem and based exclusively on 
the predominance of force. Some critics of 
the. recent British Note to the League had 
suggested that the British Government was 
indifferent to the problems of security. 
Nothing was further from the truth. What 
was true was that the British Government. 
did not believe that military alliances would 
ever bring security. For that reason, while 
profoundly appreciative of the value of the 
work of the. men who had laboured long to 
produce the Treaty of Mutual- Assistance, he 
-ould not accept that Treaty as the last word 
ou the problem. 

That being so, how, asked the Premier, did 
the League stand? The first problem to be 
faced was that of the constitution of the 
League itself. It must be all-comprehensive. 
f is was a question of security, not only the 
nations who CBnceived themselves threatened, 
hut those who were believed to be threaten- 
ing, must be inside. 


AMERICA WILL COME IN. 


teferring to America, Mr. Macdonald said 
hat he understood her reluctance to embroil 
herself further with the kind of Europe she 
saw from across the Atlantic; but through the 
whole of the history of these unhappy years 
\merica had never been called on in vain to 
co-operate in any practical task of recon- 
struction.

This 
matter, in the Premier’s view had been dis- 
cussed long enough, and he expressed rather 
an optimistic hope that it might be settled, 
once for all. before the present Assembly rose. 

The position of Russia was a little 
different. Russia was frankly revolutionist, 
and the League was evolutionist, but he 
hoped stil! that the Russian agreement re- 
cently concluded in  London—here the 
Assembly was for the first time palpably unre- 
sponsive—was a sign that the Russian Go- 
vernment had decided to step forwarti de- 
finitely to co-onerate in the common work of 
all the nations. 


SECURITY IN ARBITRATION. 


Mr. Macdoriald then turned to the imme- 
diate question of armaments. Here he de- 
murred at once to the looseness with which 
the terms “security” and ‘“‘ aggression ” 
were used. What was aggression? Who 
was an aggressor? Only the verdict of his- 
tory—perhaps, half a century afterwards— 
could be conclusive on that point. He 
would prescribe a totally different test—arbi- 
tration. That must be the decisive criterion 
of a State’s bona-fides. Is it willing to 
arbitrate? Is it willing to explain? Will it 
come before us and tell us what it proposes 
to do? Iam in favour of arbitration. 
There is nothing else for the world. 

As for the practical steps to be taken,

Courts to cover the ground more adequately’ 


than any existing ones must be devised. 

There was the question of the optional 
clause in the statutes of the Permanent 
Court which dealt only, of course, with 
strictly legal cases. The British Govern- 
ment would like to ratify the clause, but its 
precise meaning was obscure. Did it, for 
example, apply to peace and war-time or only 
to peace? He proposed that a League Com- 
mission should immediately examine this 
question and report before the Assembly. 

After a tribute to Denmark’s plans of total 
disarmament, the Prime Minister declared 
categorically for a world conference, but with 
two reservations. The conference should be 
called by the League, and should meet in 
Europe, leaving it to be inferred that his 
choice of a meeting place would be Geneva. 
It could not, moreover, be called forthwith. 
That would mean total failure Preparatory 
work was essential, but that could be begun 
immediately by the League, and the stage 
be prepared by the end of the year for an 
actual conference, to which, of course, all 
nations must be invited. 

Mr. Macdonald paid a remarkable tribute 
to the League covenant. There was there, he 
said, full provision for the arbitration system 
and sanctions. Articles 10 to 16, if applied 
and filled out, might become a charter of 
peace for the world. 

He proposed, in conclusion, that the stand- 
ing Commission of the present Assembly 
should take over forthwith the Treaty of 
mutual assistance itself, the various Govern- 
ment replies to it, and the unofficial American 
plan, and on this basis work out before the 
Assembly rose some agreed principles which 
could be pabged on in turn to a preparatory 
committee, which would take in hand the 
e@genda for the coming Conference. |

A 
certain amount of fighting is, however, re- 
garded as inevitable, owing to the extensive 
preparations that have been proceeding for 
some time on both sides. It is not thought, 
however, that there will be anything on a 
very big scale, and the general situation, while 
admittedly serious, is not believed to be one 
for undue apprehension, 


VIOLENT ATTACK ON BRITAIN. 


HONG KONG, Thursday. . 

Sun Yat Sen has issued a sensational mani- 
festo, bitterly accusing “‘ British Imperialism ” 
of fomenting a rebellion to oust him, a final 
proof of which, he says, is an ultimatum from 
Consul Giles, on August 29th, warning him 
that in the event of a bombardment of the 
city in connection with the merchants’ volun- 
teers. immediate action would be taken by all 
available British Naval forces. The manifesto, 
which is couched in offensive terms, refers 
to the “ authors of the Singapore massacre,

Jonkheer van Karnebeek, Netherlands, in 
the course of a speech which was listened to 
with much attention, said that in Article 12 
of the Covenant he saw the greatest pos- 
sibility for the future. If the nations acted in 
the spirit of the Covenant there would be no 
wars. 

_M. Stauning, the Dahish Premier, speaking 
in Danish,- which.-he ~afterwards translated 
into English, said that he regarded the League 
as the only hope of peace. e was pleased to 
hear Mr. Macdonald emphasise the importance 
of arbitration, which he considered to be 
essential.

Assembly by Sir Eric Drummond, the Secre- 
tary-General of the League. 

In the first place he referred, to the amusing 
fact that certain matters had been described 
as ‘‘ tres, tres tragique,’’ owing to misunder- 
standings. What he had said about Silesia 
was a case in point, and it was wrongly con- 
sidered that it was a condemnation of the 
League of Nations. It was all due to mis- 
translation. as he had carefully refrained from 
taking one view or the other. 

He described the American plan to end war 
as a very direct and valuable one, and was a 
direct condemnation of war. 

Dealing with other questions, Mr. Mac- 
donald said that he did not believe that 
they would make a substantial or rigid 
scheme. Canada, for instance, had said that 
her attitude always depended on Parliament. 
Every part of the world had to do the same. 

He spoke of the difficutéy of referring cer- 
tain questions to arbitration at the present 
moment, but added that Jater the position 
would be altered. The Irish boundary ques- 
tion was a case in point, and he believed 
that every question would be settled on its 
merits. 

The Prime Minister was greatly surprised 
to hear what he was supposed to have said to 
an interviewer about Egypt, and described 
his reported. remarks as “an abominable 
practice of so-called jonrnalism.”’ 

Regarding Germany’s admission to the 
League, he said that it could be settled even 
on the last day of the assembly.—(Press 
Association's Special Correspondent.) .

FREE STATE. TRADE. 


INTERESTING FIGURES. 


Letters received in this office would point 
to the conclusion that in business circles, 
North and South, a great deal of interest is 
taken in the statistics of the trade and ship- 
ping of the Saorstat recently published by 
the Ministry for Industry and Commerce. The 
ublication can be purchased from Messrs. 
on and Son, and the price is one shilling 
and sixpence. 

We purpose giving herewith a summary 
of the returns of the trade between the 
Saorstat and Northern Ireland for the six 
months January-June, 1924, as set out in the 
publication. Information on this point has 
been sought by many of our correspondents. 

Omitting the re-exports, the trade between 
the two ports of Ireland during the six 
months amounted to:—Free State—Imports, 
£3,908,926; exports, £3,141,817. Taking the 
imports first, we find the following :— |

The biggest item in ihe above is £739,068 
for grain and flour. Of this, Indian meal 
accounts for £301,920, and wheatmeal and 
flour for £205,075. The consignments of 
Indian meal from the North represent practi- 
cally the whole of this trade in the Saorstat. 
The imports of unmilled maize are close on 

,000. The six months’ imports of bacon 

from the North came to £54,823, and of live 
i The import trade in live 
cattle was £131,698. “Butter imports. were 
£124,403; and eggs £15,924. The. tea trade, 
with .an import value of £114,000, was im- 
ortant. e import. of spirits, including 
randy and rum, was about £40,000, while 
the North took from the Saorstat £75,000 
worth. The Northern farmers’ turnover for 
potatoes sent South was £154,992. The im- 
ports of Northern manufactured cigarettes 
came to £1 only—a very. big change from a 
few years ago. 

e imports of raw materials from Ulster 
were £84,000 out of a total of £2,000,000. 
On the other hand, of the £189,000 
worth of clover and. grass _ seeds 
imported, £129,000 worth . came. from 
the North. The North’s’ imports of 
manufactured iron and steel were almost 
negligible in. the Saorstat’s trade. _The North 
is also out of the machinery trade. The linen 
imports, £167,000, are not as large as might 
be expected; but, on the other. hand, the 
South sent to Belfast and Derry close on half 
a million pounds for articles of apparel, furs 
excepted. Of the Saorstat’s £334,798 for im- 
ported popes and cardboard, the North got 
only £47,000. )

M. TOMSKY’S ADDRESS. 


TRADE UNIONISM IN RUSSIA. 


M. Tomsky spoke in his own language, and 
his remarks were translated. His demeanour 
throughout was serious, and only occasionally 
did the flicker of a smile spread over his 
countenance. He said that that was the first 
time in the history of the Russian Labour 
movement that a delegate had been present 
to express the feelings of the Russian workers 
before the congress ns Ro P sana workers. 
He was happy to speak to them as a repre- 
sentative purely ced aiaply of the organised 
workers of the Union of Soviet Republics— 
a representative of the trade union movement 
of ussia, which had about six million 
members. (Cheers.) In the name of that 
‘movement he had to express their gratitude 
to the British trade unions, and the British 
working classes, which, in a sense, had heen 
the grand-fathers of the working class move- 
ment of the whole world. (Applause.) That 
particularly applied to Russia, for it was on 
their experience that the Russian working 
class movement based its lesson, and built up 
its own trade union movement. 

It was true that the structure of the trade 
unions of the Soviet was different from that of 
the British trade unions, In the Soviet Re- 
public there were only 23 great trade unions 
and executives. The Labour movement of 
the Soviet Republic was more concentrated 
and .centralised than the British movement, 
but, he thought that he saw a growing realisa- 
tion of the necessity for greater concentration 
and centralisation in the Labour movement of 
the world. | 


THE CLASS STRUGGLE, 


That process, said M, Tomsky, was taking 
place because the Labour movement all over 
the world was coming up against greater con- 
centration on the part cf capital. Capital 
was becoming internationalised, and the class 
struggle was becoming internationalised with 
it. The organised opposition of capital was 
becoming stronger, and they knew, that when 
the capitalists faced the working classes there 
existed a class struggle, and that class struggle 
was not merely economic—it became political. 

However much the fact was hidden by 
general phrases about national interests and 
the non-political character of the Labour 
movement, everyone knew that the substi- 
tution of national interests for class interests, 
and the replacement of class solidarity by 
general phrases about democracy: and the 
interests of the nation and _ co-operation 
between capital’ and labonr, could only result 
in one thing—namely, that millions oí 
workers went into the trenches, and on to the 
battle front shooting down their own 
brothers. 

_No nation proved the victor in the war, con- 
tinued M. ‘Tomsky. There was a side which 
was vanquished, and that was the working 
class of the whole world, (Cheers.) There 
was a victorious side, and that was a small 
group of “ profiteers ” in everv country. He 
acknowledged that it was the British workers, 
who, under the cry of “hands off Russia,” 
— the Russian Workers’ State success-

The danger of the Ruhr was not over. 
see the iron hand of world capitalism seizing 
the starving and ragged German proletariat bv 
the throat,” declared M. Tomskv. ‘We see 
first the shameful invasion of the Ruhr, and 
then we see as a sequel. the Dawes ‘plan. 
Does the Dawes plan restore peace to the 
world? No. The German working-class felt 
that it was being unjustly saddled with the 
burden of the war.

CRUX OF THE RAILWAY 
DISPUTE, 


VOLUNTEERS’ POSITION. 


The way to a settlement of the strike at 
the Inchicore Railway Works, Dublin, has 
yet to be found. It is understood that 
the fitters and the vicemen are prepared 
to sink their eee that the only 
point at issue now is the question of re- 


employment. ' 

It was stated unofficially yesterday that the 
Irish Workers’ Union had informed the com- 
pany that the strikers were willing to resume 
work immediately provided that all. of the 
600 men who left the Inchicore works were 
re-engaged. The company’s reply was said to 
be “in favour of re-employing all of the 
strikers except those for whom, in conse- 
uence of the engagement of voluntary helpers, 
there are no vacancies.” The company, it will 
be recalled, guaranteed permanent employ- 
ment to at least thirty of the ex-Free State 
soldiers who offered their services when help 
was needed. 
The strikers contend that there is still 
sufficient work at Inchicore for all of the men 
who were employed there before the strike. 
They are understood to be ‘‘ resigned’ to 
working alongside the volunteers and to have 
no wish now to raise any question as to the 
division of work between. the fitters and the 
vicemen. An Jrish Times representative made 
inquiries, and learned from a trustworthy 
source that the company’s reply to_ the 
strikers would be that there was no likelihood 
of its ever being able to employ more men 
than there were engaged before the strike 
took place. i 
No change has been reported regarding the 
strikes which affect Messrs. Pim Brothers, 
Ltd., South Great George's street, and the 
North Kerry Manufacturing Company, Ardee 
road, Rathmines, Dublin. — 

Preparations for a continuance of work on 
the Corporation’s housing scheme at Marino, 
Clontarf, have been virtually concluded.

MR. MACDONALD’S

The Times, in a leading article upon Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald’s speech at Geneva, 
observes:—The long speech contained no 
sensational novelties. It may have seemed for 
a moment to respond to that mood of 
chastened enthusiasm with which the 
Assembly regularly fortifies itself against 
inevitable disappointment. But, apart from 
expressions of sentiment, what did Mr. 
Macdonald actually say? He said that 
military alliances could not guarantee 
security, that the League should be enlarged 
by the inclusion of the United States, 
Germany, and Russia, that the draft am: 
of mutual assisteace was unacceptable, thoug 

it might be made the basis of a new effort 
in the same direction, that the one hope oí 
peace lay in carefully-defined methods of 
international arbitration, and that the 
League should summon an International 
Conference on disarmament, which should 
meet in Europe; and should complete its work 
within a few months. 

The general conception lying behind these 
arguments and proposals is not easily defined. 
It is, perhaps, a sentiment rather than a con- 
ception. As to the treaty of mutual assist- 
ance, the criticisms of the British Govern- 
ment are sound, and in the light of them it 
is hard to see how Mr. Macdonald can now 
say that this draft treaty can be made the 
basis for a new effort in the same direction. 
It is idle at the moment to talk, even 
dreamily, of America coming into the League. 
The admission of Germany is an immediate 
and practical problem. Here the question is 
solely one of conditions. On the matter of the 
admission of Russia, Mr. Macdonald made 
some statements which are in direct contra- 
diction with notorious facts. This country is 
becoming rather too familiar with what Mr. 
Macdonald calls the diplomatic methods of the 
Bolshevists, and their efforts to increase their 
influence with the Government Party. 

On the whole, Mr. Macdonald said a good 
deal that matters very little, one or two things 
that may possibly acquire significance, and 
some things that have absolutely nothing to 
do with reality.

THE IRISH BOUNDARY.

RIGHT HON. JAMES O’CONNOR’S 
VIEW. 


The Right Hon. James O’Connor writes to 
The Times from the Reform Club :— One must 
not surrender one’s judgment on the Irish 
boundary question even to the high authority 
and perfect sincerity of Lord Cave. Is there 
not a fallacy in his point that legislation of 
the character proposed is “unconstitutional ’’? 
The constitution is the individual mechaniism 
of a State. But the character of such 
mechanism has, I submit, nothing to do with 
international agreements. Tf one country 
agrees with another for a transfer or delimita- 
tion of territory such transfer or delimitation 
is, in a sense, “unconstitutional ’’—inasmuch 
as it wrests or may wrest something 
from the State structure on which the 
mechanism formerly operated. Whether 
It is “ constitutional’’ or not has nothing 
to say to the question whether the 
contracting country is bound to carry out it's 
agreement or not. A country may bind itself 
to another country to do an unconstitutional 
thing— even to the breaking up of it’s own 
constitution. It is ho answer to the other 
country, when it demands the fulfilment of the 
bargain, to say that the thing is “ unconstitu- 
tional’ and, therefore, unpleasant. 

What most advocates of the Ulster position 
leave out of sight is that the agreement be- 
tween Great Britain and Ireland was entered 
into on the footing that both countries had 
international status. Great Britain may have 
been wise or foolish in adopting this attitude, 
but she did adopt it. The instrument is as 
binding on her as if made, say with France. 
Every inch of the six counties of Ulster was 
part of Great Britain at the date of it. If 
the result of carrying the agreement he to 
transfer part of Ulster to the Irish Free State, 
then the transfer if ‘‘ unconstitutional ” is 
none the less right, for it is in accordance 
with the contract.

Mr. William Field presided over a largely- 
attended meeting of the Irish Cattle Traders 
and Stock Owners’ Association and the Cattle 
Exporters’ Association held yesterday in the 
City Arms Hotel, Dublin, to consider the new 
tariff imposed by the shipping companies of 
sixpence per head for pens and ninepence per 
head for feeding the animals at the lairages 
at the North Wall‘and 124 per cent. increase 
in freightage. . ; 
The Chairman asked what was the meaning 
of these further charges. 
Mr. O'Callaghan explained that the com-. 
panies put racks in the lairages to feed the 
cattle. The Government insisted on the cattle 
being fed, so the companies put up the racks 
and charged for them. | 
FEEDING AT THE PORTS. 
Mr. John Leonard explained that at the 
end of 1912 regulations were made in reference 
to two hours’ detention of animals at the 
port, and the Department of Agriculture in- 
sisted that they must be fed during that 
period. Shortly after that an agitation’ was 
started amongst the traders, and a deputation 
to the Department pointed out that there was 
no necessity for leodine all the cattle, as many 
of the animals were fed in the parks and 
paddocks about the city. In these cases 
vouchers were issued and accepted by the 
shipping peopls as evidence that the cattle 
had been fed at a reasonable time. That had 
been now done away with. During the war 
the order of the Department had not been 
carried out, and the companies, which escaped 
their obligations for ten or twelve years. were 
now going to carry them out, and would make 
the cattle trade pay for it three or four or ten 
times over. -In‘his opinion the erection of the 
pens in the whole City of Dublin would not 
cost more than £2,000 or £3,000 a year. He 
should say the latter figure would cover the 
cost of all the racks about to be put up. A 
charge of sixpence per head on every beast 
would amount to £10,000 per year. There 
was no guarantee if the sixpence was put 
on that it would ever come off. 

Mr. Hugh Cassidy, Chairman Cattle 
Exporters’ Association, said that they wanted 
to feed their cattle as they had always done, 
instead of it being left to five or six men 
down at the lairages. It was not fair, he 
said, that a charge of ninepence per head 
should be charged for hay which the animals 
never eat, as most of these animals were fed 
in and around Dublin before being sent to the 
lairages. 

Mr. Ross said that the shipping companies 
were trying t raise a dividend on these 
charges at the expepae of the cattle trade. 
Many of the cattle fof which the charge was 
made came from near Dublin and required no 
feeding at the ‘lairages. He maintained that 
it was the function of the Department’s in- 
spector to compel the owners of the stock to 
see that the animals were fed, and not the 
shipping companies. 

MANCHESTER TRADER’S OBJECTION. 

Mr. David Bordekan (Manchester) also ob- 
jected to the charges proposed by the shipping 
companies. He would say that each man 
should feed his own cattle at the ports if it 
was necessary to do so. The companies 
would make a good profit out of the proposed 
tariff, as they were making a profit out of 
the sixpence charged for veterinary fees at 
the port. s 

Mr. Kelly Tighe said that the Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture made a statement that 
the cattle were abused and starved at the 
North Wall, but there was no foundation for 
such a statement. Why, he asked, should 
cattle which had been fed at his place, a short 
distance from the North Wall, be fed again 
when they reached that place? The members 
of the trade had said that they would feed 
their cattle if necessary, but instead of that 
five or six men were appointed to do so, and 
the shipping companies fixed the rate—not the 
traders. They sent a deputation to Mr. P. J. 
Hogan, Minister for Lands, and Agriculture, 
but he did not meet them, but sent his deputy. 
The Department made an order that the 
shipping companies should be responsible for 
the feeding of the cattle. 

Senator Counihan said that he had always 
found Mr. Hogan friendly-to the trade. 

Mr. Kelly Tighe—He did not show it on 
the occasion I speak of. 

A member said that no one objected to the 
cattle being fed, but ninepence per head was 
an outrageous charge for a fork of hay, which 
sometimes was not eaten. : 

Mr. O Connor said that it was an 
outrageous reflection on the people who made 
a living out of the trade that they should 
be compelled to do anything except what 
was necessary in the way of feeding. That 
Should be left to their own discretion. It 
was ridiculous that they should have to feed 
cattle which had only been brought in from 
pasture or which had been previously fed. 
These were exhorbitant charges, made to 
harass and penalise the people in the trade. 
If they had a sympathetic Government it 
would consider it its duty to see that no 
extra charge was put on. It seemed to be 
a regular contradiction of the Government's 
good intentions. They should protest here 
against any penalising of the principal trade 
of the country. 

A HARDSHIP. 

Senator Counihan said that the charges of 
6d. and 9d. might appear small, but the total 
amounted to between £400 and £600 a week, 
as between 10,000 and 12,000 animals were 
shipped from Dublin weekly in the busy 
season. It was a hardship that they should 
have their cattle fed by outsiders, and they 
should not be charged for feeding when the 
cattle would not eat it. This meant a tax 
on the cattle without any benefit to the trade. 
It was to make dividends for the over- 
capitalised coast lines. If it were allowed, 
the country would be taxed out of existence. 
In the case of their own boat, it had been 
bought from them at considerably more than 
it cost them. 

Mr. John P. Cuffe—Who is to blame except 
you and the like of vou? “You are one of the 
men in the cattle trade who are the cause 
of our finding ourselves in this muddle. When 
we had the boat you and others did nothing 
to prevent the combine coming in. It did 
not suit you to leave the British and Irish 
when we had our own boat. We got the 
money from Englishmen when Irishmen would 
not give it. | 

Mr. Flanagan—Mr. Counihan would not 
even give us his cattle. 

Mr. Counihan said that the coast lines 
were over-capitalised, but mo one objected to 
them making fair dividends on their outlay. 
They should reduce their ‘capital by two- 
thirds. pale 

Mr. Cuffe said that there was no use beat- 
ing about the bush.. They found themselves ~ 
at the mercy of shipping and railway com- 
bines. The yards of the British and Trish 
Company had been in a bad condition for 
years. Lhe company had now put up racks 
for feeding cattle, and the trish cattle trade 
had to pay for them. He suggested that a 
deputation should wait on the British and 
Irish Company and state that the trade would 
pay for the racks. He knew that the 
company was prepared to reduce the charze 
of Gd. to 3d. He thought they should pay 
nothing when the yards were not in a proper. 
condition. It was the producer who would 
have to pay these charges. He would agree 
to the cost of the feeding racks, and thought 
that 6d. would be a fair charge for feeding.

ACTION OF CO-OPERATIVE 
CONGRESS. 
| GHENT, Thursday. 

Bv 387 votes against 183, the Internationa! 
( o operative Alliance Congress to-day adopted 
the following resolution, presented by the 
British Union:— 

“The Congress considers it necessary to 
recall that, while respecting the autonomy of 
its afhiiated organisations, the Alliance 
cannot admit infringement of its political and 
religious neutrality, which is a fundamental 
point of its constitution, and one which was 
voluntarily accepted by the members of the 
_Allhance. The Congress empowers the Centra! 
Committee and the Executive Committee to 
request, and, if necessary, insist upon, an 
undertaking by the affiliated organisations to 
respect the neutrality of the Alliance. and 
not to trench upon the right of national co- 
operative movements to conduct their own 
affairs freely, without foreign interference. 
If circumstances so require, the Executive 
(Committee will refer the matter to the 
Central Committee, and suggest whatever 
measures it may be desirable to take.’’ 

It was explained that the object of the 
resolution was to counter the threats of the 
Russian Bolsheviks,,who uphold the principle 
that in all countries the co-operative imove- 
ment should be used as a revolutionary 
weapon. 

The Russian and Ukrainian delegates voted 
“against the resolution. 

The Congress afterwards approved, without 
debate. the conclusions of M. Levy, France, 
regarding the position of co-operative banks 
in the Co-operative movement, the general 
aim being the concentration of efforts in the 
respective countries. It was decided to leave 
the Central Committee of the Afliance to 
choose the meeting place of the twelfth Con- 
gress.

A DERRY RAID. 


ARMED MEN ARRESTED. 


Two “BB” Special constables were voing 
ón duty in Londonderry at midnight on Wed. 
fesday, when a young woman named Gildea 
fan trom her brother a house in Blee’s lane, 
and told them that two men were raiding the 
House, 

ihe Special constables went with her to the 
house. When she tried to open one of the 
doors she found that it had been bolted. “They 
went to the other door, and as they did so 
two men came out of the door which had been 
bolted. One of them was Miss Gildea’s 
brother, and the other man ran down the 
jane. One of the constables called upon him 
to halt, but he refused, and the constable 
fred a shot. The raider, however, escaped. 

The constable then entered the house, and 
heard a man, who had gone into the yard, 
saying ' Ít all right: I am not going out.” 
The man then came into the house, and the 
constable asked him had ‘he anything in his 
possession. He said ‘‘ No. but on being 
searched there were found on him a revolver, 
14 rounds of revolver ammunition, some of 
which fitted the revolver; a revolver holster, 
and a tarred rope. The man, who gave his 
name as James McLoughlin, 103 St. Columb’s 
Wells, was taken to Victoria Police Barracks, 
and placed under arrest. 

Afterwards the police made a second arrest. 

At a special court yesterday morning before 
Mr. R. W. Glass, R.M., McLoughlin was 
charged with having the revolver. ammuni- 
tion, holster, and tarred rope in his posses- 
SION.

COUNCIL'S REFUSAL TO PAY 
CONTRIBUTIONS. 


There was another discussion at the Derry 
Port Sanitary Board yesterday on the refusal 
of the Inishowen Rural! District Council. to 
pay their proportion of the expenses of the 
Roard towards the repayment of the loan in 
connection with the building of the Intercept- 
ing Hospital in Ballyratten, in the Free State. 
on the ground that it.is managed by a board 
in Northern Ireland. | 

In a letter to Mr. T. C. Wylie, Solicitor to 
the Board. the ‘Ministry of Finance for 
Northern Ireland stated that the legal point 
raised was. being investigated. The Ministry 
understood that the resolution of the 
Authority passed on the 5th April last re- 
ferred only to those instalments which were 
“advanced by the Commissioners of Public 
Works in Dublin, and that they still intended 
te continue payment in the case of the isstal- 
ment made by the Norfhern Ministry. There 
appeared, however, to be no reason why, with- 
out prejudice to the ultimate solution of the 
point at issue, the Authority should not pay 
the part of the loan repayment proportionate 
to the. liabilities.of the contributing areas in 
Northern Treland.

He did not at first 
recognise her. 

Dr. Lancaster was called, but the woman 
was then past medical aid. The weapon with 
which the blows were struck cannot be found. 

No motive can be assigned for the crime. 
The Nugent family are a respectable, hard- 
working, industrious people. n inquest will 
be held to-day by the coroner for Co. Meath. 

It is said that a man is being detained by 
the Civic Guard for inquiries.

About an hour later the workmen em- 
ployed .at the cottages (numbering sixteen or 
seventeen) informed the engineer that they 
would strike as a protest against Mr. Farrelly’s 
dismissal. Mr. McClure asked the men to 
remain at work at least until dinner time to 
allow him an opportunity of getting into touch 
with the Chairman. Alderman Stanley 
motored from Drogheda and interviewed the 
men shortly after dínner hour. but without 
result, as ‘the men refused to return to work 
unless Mr. Farrelly was reinstated. Since 
then no work had been done at the new 
cottages. | 

Mr. Doyle said that a circular letter. con- 
taining’ the history of the strike had been 
sent to the Amalgamated Slaters’ and Tilers’ 
Society, the. Amalgamated Society of Wood- 
workers, the Dublin Operative Plasterers’ 
Trade Society, the Dublin Trades Council, the 
Dublin Workers’ Council, the Engineering and 
Industrial Union, the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, and the Workers’ 
Union of Ireland. In the letter it was stated 
also that if the men persisted in their present 
attitude it 'might be necessary to get the 
works finished by. contract, ‘and that the 
action of the men would seriously prejudice 
the carrying out of any further works by 
direct labour, The men’s spokesman stated 
that whether they got strike pay or not from 
their unions they would see that no men 
would be sent to take their places. 

It was further intimated in the letter that 

Mr. Farrelly had stated that the men had 
arrived at their decision without consulting 
him, and that he had made the strongest 
efforts to try to get them to remain at work. 
_ The Secretary of the Dublin Trades Council. 
in his reply, said that the Council suggested 
that the best thing to do would be to re- 
instate Mr. Farrelly and hold an investigation 
into the subject. The Plasterers’ Society 
wrote stating that the action taken bv the 
men had not their approval, and that the 
Board might take it that they would receive 
every assistance from them in having the 
work re-started at the earliest possible date. 

The Chairman said that the situation as 
regarded the housing of married attendants 
had been desperate even a year ago. The 
Committee had considered for: many months 
what “they Gould do, and eventually they de- 
cided to get a loan (which was sanctioned) and 
build houses by direct labour. The men on 
strike alleged that the reason for their ceas- 
ing to work was the victimisation of Mr. Far- 
relly; but he (the Chairman) could not for a 
moment. admit the principle that men were 
entitled to say who should be and who should 
not be their foreman. The real losers and the 
real sufferers were the married attendants, 
whose present condition was deplorable. They

Yesterday he issued a long state- 
ment on the boundary question, in the course 
of which he says :—‘‘ The business interests of 
Treland—not those of the Six Counties or the 
Twenty-six Counties alone—make it absolutely 
essential that all Ireland shall become, as. 
nature intended it. a single political and 
economic unit, and the only way to effect that, 
is by united action on both sides of Lloyd 
(ieorge s artificial and unnatural boundary. 
The. only people who say that this is impos- 
sible are those. who, for selfish personal 
reasons, are working might and main to make 
it impossible.” . ; 

Tracing the history of Ireland aince 1782, 
Mr. Devovy declares:—‘‘ Every concession 
wrung from England touched only the surface 
of the. Irish problem, but each reform was 
heralded to the wor'd as a ‘final settlement ’ 
and acts of English generosity and wise states- 
manship. The final settlement has yet to 
come—and it will come, not .through an 
English Act of Parliament, but from the 
united action of the Irish people themselves. 

“ Partition must be ended somehow. and 
it will be ended and all Ireland united under 
a single Government representing the whole 
country, when her people unite in a common 
effort and compel the politicians in England.
